March 14.— State- 
ments Issued today hy Chairman 
Fitzgerald, of the House Aiipropria- 
tions Coiiunitlee. ami Kepresenlative 
Gillett, the ranking Republican mem- 
berb. agree that the approprlationa 
I of the laat aaea l oa of Congreea total- 
ed I1.11S421.400: thataoatraeu In- 
volving addltlaaal apfroprtetlona of 
137,400,000 were authorised and 
that a treasury deficit is probable. 

Chairman Fitzgerald's statement 
did not give the total of appropria- 
tions for the entire Sixty-third Con- 
greea. 

Mr. Qillett placed the total at $2.- 
231,000.000, which he said, was 
$113,000,000 greater than that of the 
Sixty-second Congress, and $177. 
000,000 more than the lust Republi- 
can Congreea appropriated. 

Mr. ntsgerald- eatlmated that 
aheald the eondltioa of the Treasury 
eoatlane as at preaent until June 80, 
the total deficit would he $133,000.- 
000, offset, however, by the Income 
tax collections, which are eatlmated 
at about $80,000,000.
